Dear Dr. Malaer: A friend 
■aid she read an article saying 
that charcoal cooking is known 
to cause cancer. Is there any 
truth to this? We do a lot of 
.cooking on our grill in the 
-summer and are worried about 
■ this. —Mrs. W. J. 

• There are so many backyard 
cooks, and this cancer story has 
been repealed so many times, 
.that a great many people are 
worried. Letters from readers 
tell me so. 

I Trouble is, the writers of such 
articles evidently haven't read 
the original scientiSc reports, or 
anyway haven't read them 
carefully. And when the scare 
■lories are repealed by word of 
mouth, they are liable to 
become scarier with each tell¬ 
ing. 

I have read the original 
a ruck** by the investigators 
who reported the jx-eeenee of 
carcinogens in charcoal-broiled 
meat. (A carcinogen is any 
substance that tends to produce 
" cancer.

The principal carcinogen In 
this case Is s substance known 
as bensopyrine. This chemical 
does Indeed produce eanosr 
when it is painted on or 
otherwise applied to laboratory 
animals. It Is a "carcinogen."' 

In cooking, it comes from fat 1 
dripping Into the fire. Then the 
smoke carries the chemical 
upward to cling to the steak. 

Its presence is undisputed. 
However, the quantity seldom 
seems to be mentioned in the 
scare stories. The original re¬ 
searchers reported it, but people 
didn't read it, or they 
stopped before they readied the 
end of the article. 

The amount of bensopyrine 
which gets on a kilogram (2.3 


pounds of steak in this way ls| 
5 8 microgram s , or about one 1 
microgram for an ordinary 
p o rt i o n of charcoal-broiled 
steak. 

A microgram la a millionth 
part of a gram; a gram ia 1 30 
of an ounce. Hence, to con¬ 
sume an o u n e e of this chemi¬ 
cal. one would have to eat 
pretty dose to 30.000.0W steaks’

Parliament's Truants 


I F PARLIAMENTARY absenteeism was rife when 
minority governments were in power, what can be 
antidpated w hen the Liberals have a margin of more 
than 40 seats over the combined Opposition in the 
Commons? 

Rife it wad. even when the Opposition parties had 
the better-thaneven mathematical chance of catching 
tha other side of the House short of voting power. It 
was pronounced even when the chance coincided with 
the desire, and the g ove r nment was defeated last 
February in a money-bill vote, though It succeeded in 
placing another complexion on the d i vision and stay¬ 
ing in fldfirw. 

On feat important occasion, the parties managed 
to nuntar 116 MR* to vote. Thirty-seven per cent of 
4*the m em b er s were absent. The only thing exceptional 
about this situation waa that nidi a frantic effort had 
been made to rally the troops before the vote, while 
the division beds rang for an hour and a quarter. It 
was a Monday evening, the end of the truant 
parliamentarian's tanger-than-long weekend. 

One of the objects Prime Minister Trudeau has 
Bet for himself Is parliamentary reform. A reform feat 
would certainly commend itself to the people—who 
have the right to expect that their elected 
representatives at Ottawa will thoroughly do the job 
they are well paid to do—is the institution of a better 
method of checking the presence or absence of the 
MPs where they belong when the nation's business is 
being debated and decided. 

In the aftermath of the February shock, several 
readers having wri tt e n to suggest few publication of a 
daily box-score of House of Commons attendance. The 
Globe and MaQ noted that “unfortunately, because 
attemfrnce record * are not kept in the Commons, such 
head counts are possible only when there is a recorded 
vote. Attendance record s are kept in the Senate, 
however, and an official in that chamber dutifully 
notes a member's presence if he appears once during 
the day. or Ids a b s en ce if he fells. The Senate system 
should be introduced Into the Commons." 

Even this system would have Its flaws and 
failings. Under the present regulations MPs are 
permitted 21 days' absence in each session before they 
start taring their pay and allowance at a dally rate. 
But abs e n ce for illness at official business is not 
counted, and the personal interpretation of official 
business by a member when he comes to fUl in hk 
monthly attendance form—the accuracy of which is 
never questioned—can be wide without Omit. 

Simply recording who had or had not made an 
appearance in the House each sitting day, without a 
check on fee validity of excuses for absence, would not 
greatly improve feta method—except in one respect 
To those who followed fee record, it would reveal 
patterns. The pattern most dearly disce matte would 
be feat of the wxwDad Tueaday-to-Thursday dub. fee 
extra-tang we ekende r s . It might embarrass them into 
changing their ways. And even this improvement 
would be more than welcome. 

Uneasy Partnership 

rrtffi DIFFICULTY which often confronts Canadians 
1 doing business in fee United States has been em¬ 
phasized this week by fee U5. court recommendation 
that a second look should be taken at a Canadian 
venture for which officially approval was given a year 
ago. 

Trans Canada Pipeline, through its 50 per cent 
owned US. subsidiary. Great Lakes Transmission, is 
fauldiig a new pipeline to carry natural gas from fee 
Prairie provinces through fee northern U.S. before 
crossing back into Canada at the Ontario border. 

Opposition to this 1.000-miles major pipeline came 
from Northern Natural Gas, a rival US. gas dfe- 
iributing company, but despite felt the Federal Power 
Commission, which handles such matters for fee US. 
government, made its decision in favor of the Trans 
Canada group. 

Having received fee green light, construction on 
the pipeline started and according to latest reports 
come 157 miles have been laid. 

The bombshell struck when the U.S. Court of 
Appeal found feat fee Federal Power Commission had 
node a decision feat ran contrary to established anti¬ 
trust practices, and rec o mmended the regulatory body 
rev iew fee case. 

This the FPC says it win do and an Initial 
hearing has been called for September. No matter 
what happens delay to the much needed pipeline 
seems certain. 

Indeed it becomes possible feat if eastern Canada 
Is going to be fed wife fee natural gas it needs it will 
have to increase its Imports from fee United States for 
possibly another year, or until Trans Canada gets fee 
final FPC and US. court approval. 

What many win question to not the right of a 
Defeated litigant to appeal, but fee anomaly of the 
situation whereby Trans Canada has been given 
authority to go ahead wife a job, and then to find feat 
what looked like a final verdict is liable to be 
co n tro v erted, thus leaving the Canadian company 
dang lin g an unfinished and possibly useless pipeline.

Hints at Impatience at Brit¬

Great care was taken to prevent excessive 
kisses. The lobsters were packed in ice in styro¬ 
foam cases until they arrived at their new home. 


During 1966 and 1967. a total of 6.283 lob¬ 
sters were shipped but transportation losses reduced 
the number actually introduced by 735.
